The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed subject matter 
of the instant application as a whole either taken alone or in combination, in particular, prior art 
of record does not teach "separating the metal wires and the insulation layer from the base upon 
irradiating light or x-rays through the base," as recited in claims 1, "a step of separating the 
connection substrate from the base upon irradiating light or x-rays through the base," as recited 
in claim 5, "a step of separating the first base form the connection substrate upon irradiating 
light or x-rays through the base," as recited in claim 1 1, "separating the metal wires and the 
insulation layer from the light transmissive base upon irradiating light through the light 
transmissive base, "as recited in claim 17, "a step of separating the connection substrate from 
the light transmissive base upon irradiating light through the base," as recited in claim 19, and "a 
step of separating the first light transmissive base form the connection substrate upon irradiating' 
light through the base," as recited in claim 22 respectively. 

Claims 2, 3, 5-9, 12-15, 18, 21, and 23-26 are also allowed as being dependent of the 
allowed independent base claim.
